

Hundreds gather at ceremony to bid farewell to Rosenstein

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of Justice Depart¬ 
ment employees gath¬ 
ered Thursday to send off 
Deputy Attorney General 
Rod Rosenstein, capping 
a tenure marked by a tu¬ 
multuous relationship with 
President Donald Trump. 
Attorney General William 
Ban - and former Attorney 
General J eff Sessions were 
among the speakers, prais¬ 
ing Rosenstein'sdedication 
to a difficult job. Rosen- 
stein's tenure as the de¬ 
partment's No. 2 coincided 
with some of the most con¬ 
sequential momentsof the 
president's term, including 
the firing of ex-FBI director 
J amesComey and the ap¬ 
pointment of special coun¬ 
sel Robert Mueller. 

And the ceremony itself 
comes at a turbulent time 
for the Justice Depart¬ 
ment. Scoresof Democrats 
have called for Barr's resig¬ 
nation and the House J udi- 
ciary Committee voted on 
Wednesday to hold him in 
contempt after he refused 
to comply with a subpoe¬ 
na for a full un-redacted 
version of Mueller's report 
and underlying investiga¬

tive documents. 

'You like records," Barr said 
jokingly to Rosenstein. 'This 
must be a record, of an at¬ 
torney general being pro¬ 


posed for contempt within 
100 days of taking office." 
Rosenstein stepped in to 
take over supervision of the 
Russia probe after Sessions 


recused himself. He au¬ 
thored a memo the White 
House used to justify firing 
FBI Director J a mes Comey, 
whose agency was lead¬ 


ing the investigation into 
Russian interference at the 
time.

Days later, Rosenstein ap¬ 
pointed Mueller, a move 
that Trump feared could 
end his presidency. 


But by the end of his time 
at the J ustice Department, 
Rosenstein appeared to be 
largely in Trump's comer, 
joining Barr in determining 
Trump had not obstructed 


the Mueller investigation — 
a conclusion Mueller point¬ 
edly did not make. 
"Decisions had to be 
made, and those deci¬ 
sions fell to him and they 
fell to him alone," Sessions 
told the crowd. "He made 
every decision based on 
his best judgment of what 
he thought was best for 
this country. He stayed the 
course during some of the 
most difficult times in the 
history of the department." 
During the nearly two years 
as deputy attorney gen¬ 
eral, Rosenstein — a Trump 
appointee — became a 
freq ue nt ta rg et of the p resi- 
dent and other Republi¬ 
cans. Trump once retweet¬ 
ed an image showing 
Rosenstein and others criti¬ 
cized by the president be¬ 
hind bars, calling for them 
to be tried for'treason." 

In September, Rosenstein 
went to the White House 
expecting to be fired after 
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news reports that he had 
discussed secretly record¬ 
ing Trump and invoking 
a constitutional amend¬ 
ment to remove Trump as 
unfit for office. He was ulti¬ 
mately allowed to stay on 
after private conversations 
with Trump and J ohn Kelly, 
who at the time was White 
House chief of staff. 

Sessions said he knew there 
would be a lot of contro¬ 
versies when he took the 
job. The attorney general's 
office 'frequently finds itself 
at the vortex of law and 
politics and the separation 
of powers," he said. 

"But in truth, I have to say 
our run exceeded my ex¬ 
pectations. Considerably," 
Sessions said, turning to 
Rosenstein as laughter 
erupted from the audi¬ 
ence. 

Sessions resigned in No¬ 
vember at the president's 
request, and Trump nomi¬ 
nated Barr as his successor. 
Rosenstein'sdeparture had 
been expected after Barr 
was named attorney gen¬ 
eral. He had planned to 
leave his post around mid- 
March, but stayed on for 
the completion of Mueller's 
investigation. 

Amid backlash from Demo¬ 
crats, Rosenstein defended 
Barr against criticism that 


he was spinning Mueller's 
findings in the president's 
favor. 

He stood silently behind 
Barr at a news conference 
as the attorney general 
praised Trump's coopera¬ 
tion in the investigation. 
Toward the end of the 
ceremony Thursday, 

Rosenstein's deputy Ed 
O'Callaghan — who 
gained Twitter fa me for his 
beard after standing be¬ 
hind Barr at the same news 
conference last month — 
presented his boss with a 
fake beard. Rosenstein put 
it on with a smile. 

"I leave here confident that 
justice is in good hands, in 
your hands," Rosenstein 
told the audience after re¬ 
counting his nearly three- 
decade career at the J us¬ 
tice Department. 

Trump has nominated Jef¬ 
frey Rosen, the deputy 
transportation secretary 
who was a longtime liti¬ 
gator, to replace Rosen¬ 
stein. The Senate J udiciary 
Committee on Thursday 
voted to approve Rosen's 
nomination, though Demo¬ 
crats have raised questions 
about Rosen'slackof crimi¬ 
nal law experience.

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Sen. BurrtakesGOPfire over Trump J r subpoena

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publicans lashed out "Thurs¬ 
day at fellow GOP Sen. 
Richard Burr for his com¬ 
mittee's subpoena of Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump's son, a 
move that suggested the 
Russia investigation is not 
"case closed" as some in 
the party insist. Trump said 
he was 'Very surprised" at 
the move. 

"The revolt by some against 
the Senate intelligence 
committee chairman 
comes after "The Associ¬ 
ated Press and other news 
outlets reported the panel 
is calling in Donald Trump 
Jr. to answer questions 
about his 2017 testimony 
to the panel as part of its 
probe into Russian election 
interference. But the issue 
of re-calling Trump's son 
laid bare the conflict inside 
the president's party over 
whether probes involving 


Russian election meddling 
are still merited. 

It's the first known subpoe¬ 
na of a member of Trump's 
immediate family and a 
new sign that the Senate 
panel is continuing with 
its own two-year-long in¬ 
vestigation, even after the 
release of special counsel 
Robert Mueller's report and 
Republican Senate Major¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McCon¬ 
nell's call from the Senate 
floor on Tuesday to move 
on. 

'This case is closed. The 
Mueller Report cleared @ 
DonaldJTrumpJ r and he's 
already spent 27 hours tes¬ 
tifying before Congress," 
tweeted Burr's fellow North 
Carolina Republican sena¬ 
tor, Thom Tillis, one of sev¬ 
eral GOP sena to rswho criti¬ 
cized Burr. "It'stime to move 
on & start focusing on issues 
that matterto Americans." 
A source familiar with the 
committee's deliberations 
said the subpoena went 
out "weeks ago" and all 


committee members were 
aware of it. The person, 
who requested anonymity 
to discuss the internal ne¬ 
gotiations, said members 
had been regularly briefed 
on communications with 
Trump J r. 

Burr wouldn't comment on 
the subpoena orthe back¬ 
lash Thursday. But at a Re¬ 
publican policy lunch, he 
walked through the time¬ 
line of events that led to 
the committee's decision, 
according to a person fa¬ 
miliar with his comments 
who requested anonymity 
to discuss the private meet¬ 
ing. McConnell then stood 
up and defended him, say¬ 
ing he trusts Burr, according 
to the person. 

The subpoena appeared 
to catch the president and 
many of his allies by sur¬ 
prise. Trump said as much, 
adding that "my son is a 
very good person." Trump 
J r., the president said, had 
already testified fora "mas¬ 
sive" a mount of time .□

a similar resolution in 15 oth¬ 
er states. 

"It is an epidemic in our 
society, and this makes a 
statement that we have a 
problem,"said Arizona Sen. 
Sylvia Allen, a Republican 
who blamed pornography 
for contributing to violence 
against women, sexual ac¬ 
tivity among teens and un¬ 
intended pregnancies 
Unking those soc ia I issuesto 
pornography is "compete 
fear-mongering,"said Mark 
Kernes, a senior editor at 
the trade publication Adult 
Video News media net¬ 
work. Pornography is harm¬ 
less entertainment meant 
for adults, he said. 'We're 
not really a pub lie-health 
anything," Kernes said. 

The Arizona resolution that 
passed Monday doesn't 
ban pornography or cre¬ 
ate any other legal chang¬ 
es, but it could signal future 
action. Similar dec la rations 
have been passed in GOP- 
contnolled states ranging 
from Tennessee to Mon¬ 
tana and been adopted in 
the Republican Party's na¬ 
tional platform. 

M a ny of the re so lutio ns a re 
based on a model written 
by the National Center on 
Sexual Exploitation, an anti- 
pom group that cites re¬ 
search linking it to a range 
of problems and argues 
thatit'sbecome too ubiqui¬ 
tous fo r ind ividua Is to com- 
batalone. 

But others say the public- 
crisis label is a misguided 
approach. 

Research has raised ques¬ 
tions about the effect of 
explicit material on young 


kids, but links to other of¬ 
ten-cited issues like human 
trafficking are tenuous at 
best, said Emily Rothman, 
a community health sci¬ 
ences professor at Boston 
University. 

The resolutions risk creating 
a stigma for marginalized 
groups like LG BTC) people 
and miss a key piece of the 
puzzle by leaving out calls 
formore robust sex educa¬ 
tion forteenagers, she said. 
And pom isn't like a deadly 
virus, she said. 

"If you stub your toe, that 
might be something you 
can't solve yourself, but 
that doesn't make it a pub¬ 
lic health issue," Rothman 
said. 

Several Arizona Democrats 
said the state has more im¬ 
portant health threats to 
confront, such as measles, 
opioids, homelessness and 
suic ide. 

Plus, pornography can be 
part of a healthy sex life for 
adults, said Albuquerque- 
based sex therapist David 
Ley, who sees the resolu- 
tionsasa backlash against 
changing attitudes about 
sexuality. 

"It's just virtue signaling, 
there's literally no effect," 
he said. 

But the legislation could 
pave the way for future 
steps, like keeping publicly 
funded internet at places 
like schools and libraries 
from being used to access 
pom, said Haley Halverson 
with the National Centeron 
Sexual Exploitation, which 
is working on new model 
legislation for states taking 
those nextstepsQ

NEWORIEANS(AP) — Army 
Corps of Engineers officials 
in Louisiana aim to open a 
historic flood control struc¬ 
ture above New Orleans 
on Tuesday for an unprec¬ 
edented second time in 
one year. 

"It's an unprecedented 
amount of water that's 
coming down," David 
Ramirez, chief of wa¬ 
ter management for the 
Corps' New Orleans District, 
told re porters Thursday. 

The request for authoriza¬ 
tion from the Corps' Missis¬ 
sippi Valley Division comes 
as floods across the Mid¬ 
west have caused billions 
of dollars in damage to 
homes, farms and business¬ 
es 

Continued rains in the Mid¬ 
west and Ohio Valley and 
flood waters from the upper 
Mississippi River are head¬ 
ing down the Mississippi, 
National Weather Service 
hydrologist Jeffrey Gra- 
schel said. In addition, he 
noted, storms are expect¬ 
ed to dump 5 to 10 inches 
(13 to 25 centimeters) of 
rain in parts of Louisiana 
and Arkansas. 

The Bonnet Carre Spillway 
gets opened to relieve 
stress on New Orleans le¬ 
vees when the Mississippi 
flows at 1.25 million cubic 
feet (35,400 cubic meters) 
persecond — fast enough 
to fill the Empire State Build¬ 
ing in 30 seconds 
'The risks in not operating 
the spillway as it is designed 
...would be potentially cat¬ 
astrophic," corps spokes- 
ma n Ric ky Boyett sa id. 

The spillway, completed 
in 1931, is a 1.5-mile-long 
(2.4-kilometer-long) con¬ 
struction of 350 concrete 
bays and 7,000 huge tim¬ 
bers called needles Its 
unusually early opening in 
February marked the 13th 
time it has been used over¬ 
all, butonlythe second time 
it's been used in consecu¬ 
tive years. Earlier this year, 
206 bays were opened, 
discharging 213,000 cubic 
feet (6,032 cubic meters) of 
water per second into the 
spillway. 

"An average flood season 
is from March to May. This 


yearhasnotbeen average 
at a II," the New Orleans dis¬ 
trict's deputy commander, 
Maj. Jordon Davis, said 
Thursday. 

The water is diverted along 
a 6-mile (9.7-kilometer) 
course of guide levees to 
brackish Lake Pontchar- 
train, after which it flows to 
the Mississippi Sound in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Moby Solangi, director 
of the Institute for Marine 
Mammal Studies in Gulf¬ 
port, Mississippi, said he's 
concerned about the spill¬ 
way opening, because it 
means that polluted fresh 
water will flow into the 
Sound, a nursery for dol¬ 
phins and endangered 
Kemp's rid ley sea turtles 
More ofthose animalsdied 
in April than in any April 
over the past five years, he 
said, with 28 dolphins and 
57 sea turtles found dead. 
Solangi said many of the 
dolphins had lesions on 
their bodies from exposure 
to fresh water, which also 
damages oyster reefs and 
blue crabs, on which the 
turtlesfeed,and plantsthat 
are food for animals lower 
on the food chain. 

He said 73 dolphins and 79 
sea turtles have died so far 
this year. That compares, 
for example, to 82 dolphin 
deaths in all of 2016, the 
highest annual total in the 
pastfive years 'We haven't 
even started the yea rand 
it's73,"he said. 

Da vis said the Corpshasre- 
ceived 'Very inconclusive" 
reports about the deaths 
from the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis¬ 
tration. 

'The wildlife concern is very 
real," but the trigger point 
of 1.25 million cubic feet 
persecond is set in law, he 
said. 

Boyett said a 3- to 5-year 
hydrologic study of the Mis 
sissippi and other rivers in 
Louisiana began recently. 
"It will help us understand 
if we're doing it the right 
way,"he said. 

He also said opening the 
Bonnet Carre and the Mor- 
ganza Spillway further up¬ 
river averted an estimated 
$250 billion in flood dam¬ 


ages in 2011, about $170 
billion of that in Louisiana. 
Officials said they don't ex¬ 
pect to open the Morgan- 
za Spillway this year. 
Graschel said the lower 
Mississippi hit its first peak in 
Marchand nevergotdown 
to normal. It could reach a 
seasonal norm until some¬ 
time in J uly if there isn't a ny 
additional significant rain in 
the Missouri and Ohio river 
areas, he saidO

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Report Air quality harmed aslexasoil production booms

DALLAS (AP) —The produc¬ 
tion of oil and naturalgasin 
West Texas is booming but 
it's coming at a cost to resi¬ 
dents who are regularly ex¬ 
posed to unhealthy levels 
of air pollution, according 
to a report issued by an en¬ 
vironmental group. 

The Environmental Integrity 
Project noted in a report 
released Thursday that the 
Permian Basin, which ex¬ 
tends into New Mexico , is 
one of the most productive 
hydrocarbon regions in the 
world, thanks largely to the 
advent over the past de¬ 
cade of horizontal drilling 
and hydraulic fracturing. In 
another two years the ba¬ 
sin will account for about 
40 percent of all U.S. pro¬ 
duction , the group said. 

But a consequence of that 
production is dangerous 
levelsof sulfurdioxide in the 
airaround Odessa and oth¬ 
er locations, according to 
the report, which addsthat 
pollution levels in much of 
EctorCounty, where Odes¬ 
sa is located, exceed stan¬ 
dards set by the federal 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

"Controlling air pollution in 
West Texas has not been 
a priority for the state, as 
evidenced by the scarcity 
of air pollution monitoring 
stations in the Permian Ba¬ 
sin," the report said. "And 
yet, the type of air pollu¬ 
tion in the Permian Basin 
— dominated by excessive 
emissions of sulfur dioxide 


and hydrogen sulfide — is 
known to have serious en¬ 
vironmental and public 
health consequences." 

Ilan Levin, associate direc- 
torofThe Environmental In¬ 
tegrity Project, said regula- 
torssuch asthe TexasCom- 
mission on Environmental 
Quality need to have strict¬ 
er oversight of air pollution 
permits while penalizing 
polluters who violate the 
terms of those permits 
"It's like they're speeding 
and the cops out on the 
beat are not issuing any 
speeding tickets," Levin 
said Wednesday. 

A spokesman forTCEQ de¬ 
clined to comment, saying 
the agency hadn't seen 


the report. The president of 
the Texas Oil and Gas As 
sociation said the industry 
group also must still review 
the report but is confident 
that Permian Basin pro¬ 
duction will continue to be 
viewed as a benefit to the 
state and the nation. 

"Upon release to the public 
we will review the full study, 
but there is no doubt that 
the phenomenal growth of 
energy production in the 
Permian Basin, which has 
elevated the United States 
to become the world's top 
oil and natural gas pro¬ 
ducer, is providing unde¬ 
niable benefits to Texas in 
the form of abundant, reli¬ 
able and affordable ener¬ 


gy, hundreds of thousands 
of good-paying jobs, and 
billions in state and local 
tax revenues," Todd Sta¬ 
ples said. "And all of these 
have occurred while atthe 
same time the U.S. has led 
the world in emission re¬ 
ductions, undoubtedly be¬ 
cause the oil and natural 
gas industry is the leading 
investor in zero- and low- 
carbon technology, invest¬ 
ing billions in advanced 
technologies that are pro¬ 
tecting and improving our 
environment." 

The report asserts that oil 
and gasfacilitiesare releas¬ 
ing large amounts of un¬ 
permitted pollution during 
equipment breakdowns, 


maintenance and other 
so-called "emission events" 
The unauthorized release 
of air pollution occurs 
mainly from flaring, which 
is a way to bum gas that's 
released, according to the 
report, but Levin addsthat 
flaring was meant to be a 
last resort that instead has 
"become a business model 
to get rid of gas that they 
don't know what to do 
with." 

There's only one function¬ 
ing air monitoring station 
measuring sulfur dioxide 
in the Permian Basin, the 
report said, and more are 
needed to better police 
the release of emissions 
Sulfur dioxide forms when 
substances containing sul¬ 
fur, including coal and oil, 
are burned. Exposure can 
make breathing difficult 
and harm a person's respi¬ 
ratory system. 

There were at least 30 oc¬ 
casions from December 
2016 to April of this year 
that sulfur dioxide levels 
measured at one location 
exceeded federal health 
standards, according to 
the report, adding that oil 
and gas operators in and 
around Ector County self- 
reported 2,564 unauthor¬ 
ized releasesof airpollution 
from 2014 to 2017. 

'We're calling on the regu¬ 
lators to monitor air quality 
because they're not doing 
that right now forvast parts 
of the Permian Basin, es- 
pec ia lly where most of the 
people live," Levin said.Q 
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AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — The 

nation's busiest death- 
penalty state would stop 
executing inmates who are 
severely mentally ill under 
legislation the Republican- 
controlled Texas House ap¬ 
proved Thursday, signaling 
a willingness to soften the 
state's tough stance on 
capital punishment. 

The measure may not get 
much farther, though. It 
needs to pass the Senate, 
which is Texas' more con¬ 
servative chamber, with 
less than three weeks left in 
what has been a politically 
mild session compared to 
recent years. 


Passage of Democratic 
state Rep. Toni Rose's bill 
was nonetheless a mile¬ 
stone just two years after 
her last attempt failed to 
reach the House floor. It 
would take the death pen¬ 
alty off the table in Texas 
for inmates who had a se¬ 
vere mental illness, includ¬ 
ing schizophrenia or a bi¬ 
polar disorder, at the time 
of the crime. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled mentally disabled 
people are ineligible for 
execution, but that prohibi¬ 
tion does not inc lude those 
who are mentally ill. 

Rose said Texaswould save 


money by no longer litigat¬ 
ing lengthy death penalty 
appeals of condemned 
inmates whose executions 
would be challenged over 
their mental health. She 
said they would not es¬ 
cape punishment under 
herbill because they would 
instead be sentenced to 
life in prison without the 
possibility of parole. 

She addressed her Repub¬ 
lican colleagues before 
calling fora vote. 

'This body is filled with peo¬ 
ple who are pro-life," Rose 
said. "If you're pro-life, be 
pro-life from the womb to 
the tomb.'O 
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Fake German heiress sentenced 
to 4-12 years behind bats 


NEW YORK (AP) — Anna 
Sorokin, the German con 
artist who passed herself 
off as a wealthy heiress to 
swindle banks, hotels and 
even close friends as she 
lived out a high-society, 
Instag ram-ready fantasy in 
New York, was sentenced 
Thursday to fourto 12 years 
in prison. 

The 28-year-old, who had 
played with her own tab¬ 
loid image during the trial 
by wearing stylish dresses 
to court, looked despon¬ 
dent as the verdict was 
announced. She pressed 
her hand to her face and 
squeezed her eyes shut, 
appearing to hold back 
tears. 

Judge Diane Kiesel said 
Sorokin had been "blinded 
by the glitter and glamour 
of New York City" as she 
turned to fraud to finance a 
life she could never afford. 
But the judge turned down 
a request by Sorokin's law¬ 
yers to sentence her to the 
time she has already spent 
in jail awaiting trial. 

"I am stunned by the depth 
of the defendant's decep¬ 
tion," Kiesel said, adding 
that she hoped to send a 
message to Sorokin's inter¬ 
net following 'that her be¬ 
havior is unacceptable." 
'Certainly she didn't think 
about the people she 
scammed,"the judge add- 
ed.The sentencing capped 
a spectacular case that 
drew international atten¬ 
tion and tabloid headlines. 
Netflix and HBO are both 
working on showsbased on 
Sorokin's audacious efforts 
to finagle her way into the 
Manhattan socialite scene. 
She was convicted last 
month on multiple counts 
of larceny and theft and 
has been in custody since 
her October 2017 arrest- 
time behind bars that will 
be credited toward her 
sentence. The judge also 
ordered Sorokin to pay 
nearly $200,000 in restitu¬ 
tion and a $24,000fine. 

U.S. Immigrations and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement said it 
will seek to deport Sorokin 
to Germany following her 
release from state prison. 
Moments before she was 


sentenced, Sorokin briefly 
addressed the court, say¬ 
ing, "I apologize forthe mis¬ 
takes! made." 

Herdefense attorney, Todd 
Spodek, told a gaggle of 
reporters that Sorokin was 
"holding up OK." He de¬ 
scribed the prison sentence 
as "expected" but said So¬ 
rokin will pursue an appeal. 
'She's a tough woman," 
Spodek said, noting she 
hasbeen atRikersIsland for 
more than 500days 
Sorokin forged a new iden¬ 
tity — Anna Delvey — and 
defrauded financial institu¬ 
tions and Manhattan ce¬ 
lebrities into believing she 
had a fortune of $67 million 
(60 million euros) overseas 
that could cover her jet¬ 
setting lifestyle , high-end 
clothing and lavish hotel 
stays.

"An ordinary person would 
just take coach," McCaw 
told Kiesel at Thursday's 
hearing.

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UKopposition campaigns, govt lies low, in EU election

LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
opposition parties were out 
campaigning Thursday for 
the upcoming European 
Parliament election. The 
governing Conservatives 
just wished it wasn't hap¬ 
pening. 

For months, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Theresa May's govern¬ 
ment promised this elec¬ 
tion wouldn't be held in 
Britain, because the coun¬ 
try would have left the Eu¬ 
ropean Union by now. But 
Brexit is on hold amid po¬ 
litical deadlock, and so Brit¬ 
ons will vote May 23 for law¬ 
makers to fill 73 U.K. seats in 
the 751-seat EU legislature. 
The contest is, inevitably, 
dominated by Brexit. 

The U.K.'s biggest op¬ 
position party, Labour, 
launched its campaign 
Thursday with an attempt 
to appeal to Brexit-backers 
and pro-Europeans a like. 


Labourleaderj eremy Cor- 
byn said at a rally in Gill¬ 
ingham, southern England, 
that 'the real divide in our 
country is not how people 


voted in the EU referen¬ 
dum. The real divide is be¬ 
tween the many and the 
few." 

"A vote for Labour is a vote 


to bring our divided coun¬ 
try back together," Corbyn 
said. 

But the left-of-center party 
is walking a tightrope by 


trying to appeal to both 
sides of the Brexit divide. 
Labour favors leaving the 
EU on its own terms, but 
opposes the government's 
Brexitdeal, which hasbeen 
rejected by Parliament 
three times. Labourand the 
government are holding 
talks about striking a com¬ 
promise agreement, so far 
without success. 

Under Corbyn, a long-time 
critic ofthe EU, Laboursays 
it won't try to overturn vot¬ 
ers' decision to leave the 
EU. But Corbyn said Labour 
would support a new refer¬ 
endum on membership in 
the bloc if that is the only 
way to stop 'the govern¬ 
ment's bad deal"ora cha¬ 
otic no-deal Brexit. 

The ambiguity infuriates 
many Labour members, 
who believe the party 
would do betteratthe polls 
if it adopted a firmly anti- 
Brexit stance. □

PARIS (AP) — The govern¬ 
ment in eastern Ubya allied 
with forces attacking the 
capital does not want to 
rule the country by force, its 
foreign minister said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The Benghazi-based gov¬ 
ernment is allied with Field 
Marshal Khalifa Hifter's 
self-styled Ubyan National 
Army, which controls most 
of eastern and southern 
Ubya and launched an of¬ 
fensive in Tripoli, in the west, 
last month. Hifter's forces 
are battling militias loosely 
allied with a weak, U.N.- 
recognized government 
there. 

"We want to put an end to 
the c risis, the wa r a nd d ivi- 
sions," Abdulhadi Lahweej 
told The Associated Press in 
Paris, where he was meet¬ 
ing with members of pa liia- 
me nt, offic ia Is a t the fo re ig n 
and defense ministries, and 
business representatives. 
"Ourgoal is not to rule orto 
establish a military govern¬ 
ment. We want a civil state 
based on institutions and 
human rights. We want a 
government that the Uby¬ 
an people choose and we 


will approve of whatever 
the people choose," he 
said. 

Hifter's opponents view him 
as an aspiring strongman 
in the mold of Moammar 
Gadhafi, whose overthrow 
in a 2011 NATO-backed up¬ 
rising plunged the country 
into chaos. 


Fayez Sarraj, the head of 
the Tripoli-based govern¬ 
ment, was also in Paris this 
week, where he met with 
President Emmanuel Ma¬ 
cron as part of a swing 
through European capitals 
aimed at building support 
for his embattled govern¬ 
ment. 


In an interview with France 
24, Sarraj said Hifter's of¬ 
fensive was a "coup" that 
should be condemned 
internationally as "an at¬ 
tempt to take power by 
weapons, by force." 

He added, however, that 
he he was prepared to 
resume a U.N.-brokered 


peace process aimed at 
unifying the country. He 
also claimed to have re¬ 
duced the number of 
armed groups in Tripoli from 
115 to no more than five, 
all of which he said were 
integrated into the security 
forces. 

Ubya has been split be¬ 
tween rival authorities in 
east and west since 2014, 
with each side backed by 
various militias. Hifter's forc¬ 
es have battled Islamic ex- 
tremistsand other rival fac¬ 
tions across eastern Ubya, 
and recently made inroads 
in the south. 

He presents himself as a 
strong hand that can re¬ 
store stability after years of 
chaos, which have trans¬ 
formed Ubya into a haven 
for armed groups and a 
major conduit for migrants 
bound forEurope. 

"In clear and simple words, 
we do not want to rule the 
Ubyan people," Lahweej 
said. "We only want to bring 
back the state. We want to 
bring security and stability. 
We want to control bor¬ 
ders. We want Ubya not to 
be a place forterroristsora 
hub for migration and hu¬

By RAFCASERT 
Associated Press 
9Bill, Romania (AP) — De¬ 
spite the impending depar¬ 
ture of Britain, the remain¬ 
ing European Union coun¬ 
tries committed Thursday 
to stick together 'through 
thick and thin" to emerge 
as a stronger world power 
after years of internal divi¬ 
sions. 

'The world doesn't sleep," 
German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel said as 27 EU 
leaders held an informal 
summit in Romania. "We 
have to be innovative. We 
have to be strong, we have 
to be united." 

The U.K.'s planned depar¬ 
ture from the EU has preoc¬ 
cupied the bloc for more 
than two years, so the sum¬ 
mit wasa chance to make 
a clarion call of unity and 
to reiterate the EU's funda¬ 
mental principles 
Leaders as disparate as 
French President Emman¬ 
uel Macron, an EU cham¬ 
pion, and Hungary's euro¬ 
skeptic prime minister, Vik- 
torOrban, found a 10-point 
list of generalities they 
could all get behind. 
Macron argued the EU 
needs to stand up as one 
and to face China and the 
United States as an equal. 
"Division will be our weak¬ 
ness," the French leader 
warned. 

Britain is still nominally an EU 
member, but Prime Minister 
Theresa May skipped the 
Romania summit and re¬ 
mained in London to try to 
get an EU withdrawal deal 
through Parliament. 

The other 27 nations are 
unhappy a bout the drawn- 
out divorce with the U.K. 
A political impasse over 
the divorce agreement 
caused May to request a 
postponement to the origi¬ 
nal Brexit date of March 
29, which has now been 
pushed back to October 
31. 

Bee a use of a II the time a nd 
effort loston Brexit, EU lead¬ 
ers need to meet more of¬ 
ten to catch up on other 
matters, Merkel said. 

'We talked a bout the need 
to become faster when it 


comes to reaching deci¬ 
sions," she said. 

'That's why I proposed we 
could meet every two 
months for regular meet¬ 
ings." 

The list of common commit¬ 
ments they vowed to de¬ 
fend included democratic 
rule of law principles, better 
defense and improved la¬ 
bor protections. 

In what the leaders called 
'the spirit of Sibiu" in their 
joint declaration, they 
promised to stick together 
in a global environment 
'to make the most of new 
trading opportunities and 
to jointly tackle global is- 
suessuch as preserving our 
environment and fighting 
climate change." 

But disagreements were 
evident on environmental 
issues. Macron lauded an 
approach from nine na¬ 
tions on climate change, 
but Merkel and others 
stayed away from it be¬ 
cause they thought it was 
based too much on tradi¬ 
tional energy sources. 

'We consider the path of 
betting on nuclear power 
to be completely wrong," 
Austrian Chancellor Sebas¬ 
tian Kurz said. 'We have to 
fight climate change but 
neither nuclear energy nor 
coal-fired power plants a re 
the right way." 

The process for picking 
the EU's new top officials 
in Brussels also promises to 
produce a tussle. European 
Council President Donald 
Tusk and European Com¬ 
mission chief J ean-Claude 
Juncker are leaving later 
this year. 

It promises to be a mighty 
tussle. 

So much so thatTuskcalled 
for a special summit on 
May 28, two daysafterthe 
EU parliamentary elections 
end, to streamline the pro¬ 
cedure and hasten the vet¬ 
ting of candidates.

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Pope requires sex abuse to be reported to church, not police

VATICAN CnY (AP) — Pope 
Francis issued a ground¬ 
breaking new church law 
Thursday requiring all Cath¬ 
olic priestsand nunsaround 
the world to report clergy 
sexual abuse and cover-up 
by their superiors to church 
authorities, in a new effort 
to hold the Catholic hierar¬ 
chy accountable forfailing 
to protecttheirflocks. 
Abuse victimsand theirad- 
vocatessaid it was a step 
forward, but not enough 
since it doesn't require the 
crimes to be reported to 
police and essentially tasks 
bishops discredited for 
mishandling abuse for de¬ 
cades with policing their 
own. 

The new law provides whis¬ 
tle-blower protections for 
anyone making a report 
and requires all dioceses 
around the world to have a 
system in place to receive 
the claims confidentially. 
And it outlines procedures 
for conducting preliminary 
investigationswhen the ac¬ 
cused isa bishop, cardinal 
orrelig ious superior. 

It's the latest effort by Fran¬ 
cis to respond to the global 


eruption of the sex abuse 
and cover-up scandal that 
has devastated the cred¬ 
ibility of the Catholic hier- 
archyand hisown papacy. 
And itprovidesa new legal 
framework for U.S. bishops 
as they prepare to adopt 
accountability measures 
next month to respond to 
the scandal there. 


"People must know that 
bishops are at the service 
of the people," said Arch¬ 
bishop Charles Scicluna, 
the Vatican's longtime sex 
crimes prosecutor. 'They 
are not above the law, and 
if they do wrong, they must 
be reported." 

The decree requires the 
world's 415,000 Catholic 
priestsand 660,000 religious 
sisters to inform church au¬ 
thorities when they leam 
or have "well-founded 
motives to believe" that a 
cleric orsisterhasengaged 
in sexual abuse of a minor, 
sexual misconduct with an 
adult, possession of child 
pornography — or that a 
superior has covered up 
any of those crimes. 

It doesn't require them to 
report to police, however. 
The Vatican has long ar¬ 
gued that different legal 
systems in different coun¬ 
tries make a universal re¬ 
porting law impossible, and 
that imposing one could 
endanger the church in 
placeswhere Catholicsare 
a persecuted minority. But 
the procedures do for the 
first time put into univer¬ 
sal church law that clergy 
mustobey civil reporting re¬ 
quirements where they live, 
and that their obligation to 
report to the church in no 
way interferes with that. 
Abuse survivor David Clo- 
hessy d ismissed the new set 
of procedures, saying they

remain secretive and inter¬ 
nal to the church. 

"Until heads roll, until bish¬ 
ops are fired — plain and 
simple — they'll continue to 
ignore and conceal clergy 
sex crimes," he said. 

If implemented fully, 
though, the Vatican could 
well see an avalanche of 
abuse and cover-up re¬ 
ports in the coming years. 
The decree can be ap¬ 
plied retroactively, mean¬ 
ing priests and nuns are 
now required to report 
even old cases of sexual 
wrongdoing and cover-ups 
— and enjoy whistleblower 
protections for doing so. 
Previously such reporting 
was left up to the con¬ 
science of individual priests 
and nuns. 

Anne Barrett Doyle of Bish- 
opAccountability praised 
some ofthe provisions, but 
said they weren't enough 
primarily because there 
were no provisions to sanc¬ 
tion violations and kept the 
process entirely internal to 
the church. 

"Bishops watching bishops 
does not work," she said. 
While there are no punitive 
measuresforeseen fornon- 
compliance, bishops and 
religious superiors could 
be accused of cover-up 
or negligence if they fail to 
implement the provisions, 
or retaliate against priests 
and nuns who make re- 
portsagainstthem. 


The law defines the crimes 
that must be reported as: 
performing sexual acts with 
a minor or vulnerable per¬ 
son; forcing an adult "by vi¬ 
olence orthreat orthrough 
abuse of authority, to per¬ 
form or submit to sexual 
acts," and the production, 
possession or distribution of 
child pornography. Cover- 
up is defined as "actions or 
omissions intended to inter¬ 
fere with or avoid" civil or 
canonical investigations 
Cardinal Marc Ouellet, 
head ofthe Vatican's bish¬ 
ops office, said the inclu¬ 
sion of sex crimes involving 
adults was a clear refer¬ 
ence to cases of sexual 
abuse of nunsand seminar¬ 
ians by their superiors — a 
scandal that has exploded 
in recent months following 
reports, including by The 
Associated Press and the 
Vatican's own women's 
magazine, of sisters be¬ 
ing sexually assaulted by 
priests. But Scicluna said it 
obviously covered lay peo¬ 
ple aswell. 

The pope mandated that 
victims reporting abuse 
must be welcomed, lis¬ 
tened to and supported by 
the hierarchy, aswell as of¬ 
fered spiritual, medical and 
psychological assistance. 
The law says victims can't 
be forced to keep quiet, 
even though the investiga¬ 
tion itself is still conducted 
under pontifical secret. 
And in a novelty, the law 
requires that if victims re¬ 
quest it, they must be in¬ 
formed ofthe outcome of 
the investigation — again 
a response to longstanding 
complaints that victims are 
kept in the dark a bout how 
their claims were handled. 
Victims and their advo¬ 
cates have long com¬ 
plained that bishops and 
religious superiors have es¬ 
caped justice for having 
engaged in sexual miscon¬ 
duct themselves, or failed 
to protect their flocks from 
predator priests. Bishops 
and religious superiors are 
accountable only to the 
pope, and only a hand¬ 
ful have ever been sanc¬ 
tioned or removed for sex 
abuse or cover-up, and 
usually only after particu¬ 
larly egregious misbehavior 
became public.□

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 

North Korea fired two sus¬ 
pected short-range missiles 
toward the sea on Thurs¬ 
day, South Korean officials 
said, its second weapons 
launch in five days and a 
possible warning that nu¬ 
clear disarmament talks 
with Washington could be 
in danger. 

South Korea'sJ ointChiefsof 
Staff said the weaponsflew 
420 kilometers (260 miles) 
and 270 kilometers (167 
miles), respectively. It said 
it is working with the United 
States to determine more 
details, such as the types of 
weapons that were fired. 
South Korea's military said 
eaiiierthatatleastone pro¬ 
jectile was launched from 
the Sino-ri area of North 
Pyongan province, an area 
known to have one of North 
Korea's oldest missile bases 
where a brigade operates 
mid-range Rodong missiles. 
It later said there were two 
launches from the nearby 
town of Kusong, where 
North Korea conducted its 
first successful flight tests of 
its Hwasong-12 internedi- 
ate-range missile and Hwa- 
song-14 intercontinental 
ballistic missile, both in 2017. 
Kusong is a Iso home to mis¬ 
sile test facilities that were 
critic a I to the development 
of North Korea's solid-fuel 
Pukguksong-2, which was 
successfully flight-tested 
for the first time in February 
2017, in the North's first mis¬ 
sile test after President Don¬ 
ald Trump took office. 

The latest launches came 
as U.S. Special Represen¬ 
tative for North Korea Ste¬ 


phen Biegun visits South 
Korea, and hours after the 
North described its firing of 
rocket artillery and an ap¬ 
parent short-range ballistic 
missile on Saturday as a 
regular and defensive mili¬ 
tary exercise. North Korea 
also ridiculed South Korea 
for criticizing those launch¬ 
es 

South Korean President 
Moon Jae-in urged North 
Korea to refrain from ac¬ 
tions that could impede 
diplomacy. In an interview 
with the KBS television net¬ 
work, Moon also said Seoul 
will explore various options 
to help revive the talks, in¬ 
cluding providing food aid 
to the North and pushing 
for his fourth summit with 
North Korean leader Kim 
J ong Un. 

"I want to tell North Korea 
once again that it's not 
ideal to repeat actionsthat 


create various interpreta¬ 
tions of its intent, raise con¬ 
cern and risk throwing cold 
water on the atmosphere 
of dialogue and negotia¬ 
tions," said Moon, a liberal 
who facilitated contacts 
between the U.S. a nd North 
Korea last year. 

Moon's office earlier said 
the North Korean launch¬ 
es were "very concerning" 
and detrimental to efforts 
to improve inter-Korean ties 
and ease military tensions 
on the Korean Peninsula. 
There was no immediate 
comment from the United 
States. 

Some analysts have said 
that if North Korea resumes 
testing the kind of longer- 
range banned ballistic 
weapons that it fired in un¬ 
usually large numbers in 
2017 — when ma ny feared 
a U.S.-North Korea standoff 
could end in war — it may 


signal that North Korea is 
turning away from diplo¬ 
macy. 

The tensions in 2017 were 
followed by a surprising dip¬ 
lomatic outreach by North 
Korea in 2018, when Kim 
attended summits with the 
South Korean and Chinese 
presidents and with Trump. 
But North Korea has not re¬ 
ceived what it wants most 
from its summitry: relieffrom 
punitive sanctions imposed 
over its nuclear and missile 
programs. 

A summit earlier this year 
between Trump and Kim 
ended in failure, with the 
United States saying that 
North Korea was not offer¬ 
ing to take enough disar¬ 
mament steps in return for 
the widespread sanctions 
relief it sought. 

J ust ahead of the Thursday 
launch, senior defense of¬ 
ficials from South Korea, 


the United States and Ja¬ 
pan met in Seoul to dis¬ 
cuss North Korea's earlier 
launches on Saturday and 
other security issues Details 
from the meeting weren't 
immediately announced. 
Experts who analyzed pho- 
tosfrom North Korean state 
media say it'sc lea rthat the 
North tested a new solid- 
fuel missile on Saturday 
that appears to be mod¬ 
eled after Russia's Iskander 
short-range ballistic missile 
system. 

With the consecutive 
weapons launches, North 
Korea is pressuring South 
Korea to turn away from 
the United States and sup¬ 
port North Korea's position 
more strongly, said Du Hy- 
eogn Cha, a visiting schol¬ 
ar at Seoul's Asan Institute 
for Policy Studies. Following 
the collapse of the Trump- 
Kirn meeting, North Korea 
demanded that South Ko¬ 
rea proceed with joint eco¬ 
nomic projects that have 
been held back by U.S.-led 
sanctionsa gainst the North. 
By firing weapons that di¬ 
rectly threaten South Korea 
butnotthe U.S. mainland or 
its Pacific territories, North 
Korea also appears to be 
testing how far Washing¬ 
ton will tolerate its bellicos¬ 
ity without actually causing 
the nuclear negotiations to 
collapse, Cha said. 

'To the United States, the 
North is saying 'don't push 
me into a comer. 1 To South 
Korea, the North is saying 
the inter-Korean peace 
agreements could be¬ 
come nothing if Seoul fails 
to coax major concessions 
from the United States on 
behalf of the North," Cha 
saidO

BUENOS AIRES Argentina 
(AP) — An Argentine law¬ 
maker was seriously injured 
and a provincial official 
killed Thursday in one of the 
most brazen political at- 
tacksinthe South American 
country since it returned to 
democracy in 1983. 

Hector Olivares, represen¬ 
tative of La Rioja province in 
Argentina's lower house of 
congress, was shot around 
7 a.m. local time nearthe 
congressional building in 
Buenos Aires, officials said. 
He is being treated forgun- 
shot wounds that pierced 
hisabdomen and affected 
vital organs. 

The dead man was identi¬ 
fied by Telam state news 
agency as Miguel Mar- 
celo Yadon, a coordinator 
who works in the fiduciary 
of La Rioja's federal elec¬ 
tric transportation system. 
Telam says the men, who 
reportedly were friends 
since their teenage years, 
were shot at least six times 
Argentine President Mauri- 
cio Macrisaid doctorswere 
trying to save Olivares' life 
and he expressed condo- 


lencesto Ya don's family. 
'We're moved by this at¬ 
tack," Macri said in a tele¬ 
vised address 'We're pray¬ 
ing forHectorislife ... We will 
do everything to find out 
what happened and find 
out who is guilty of this." 

As Macri spoke, authorities 
wearing white jumpsuits 


collected evidence at the 
crime scene. 

Local media initially report¬ 
ed thatYadonand Olivares 
had been shotfrom a mov¬ 
ing vehicle, but a surveil¬ 
lance video of the shoot¬ 
ing released by the security 
ministry showed a parked 
carwaiting forthem. Asthe 


men walk by, they're seen 
being shot at close range. 
Yadon collapses on the 
sidewalk, while an injured 
Oliva res tries to get up and 
holds up his arms in a des¬ 
perate cry forhelp. 

A burly man in the driver's 
seat then steps out of the 
car and paces Another 


man also steps out and 
walks away calmly. When 
a police officer arrives on 
the scene, the car drives 
away slowly. 

Security Minister Patricia 
Bullrich said the shooting 
"confirms the presence of 
mafias in ourcountry." 
'Yadon was killed from a 
car that was waiting for 
him," Bullrich said in a press 
conference. "They shoot 
the main target, which was 
Yadon; they achieve his 
murderand having the op¬ 
portunity to murder Oliva¬ 
res, they decide not to kill 
him." 

Bullrich said authorities 
found the car used in the 
crime and have identified 
the suspects, but she said 
the motive has not been 
confirmed and is still being 
investigated. 

Local TV broadcast imag¬ 
es late Thursday of federal 
police officers escorting a 
man suspected of having 
links to the attack from his 
apartment into a police 
car. His face was covered 
by a hood, and authorities 
did not release any other

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Federer outlasts Monfils to reach Madrid Open quarterfinals

MADRID (AP) — Facing 
match point and on a sec¬ 
ond serve, Roger Federer 
decided it was time for a 
"panic move." 

So he went into all-out at¬ 
tacking mode, charging 
to the net to try to avoid 
a disappointing end to his 
first clay-court tournament 
since 2016. 

It worked. 

A lucky volley, followed 
by a smash winner, kept 
Federer in the match. An 
aggressive forehand two 
points later allowed him 
to save a second match 
point, and he went on to 
beat Gael Monfils 6-0, 4-6, 
7-6 (3) in the third round of 
the Madrid Open on Thurs¬ 
day. 

"I felt my chances were big- 
geratthe net than from the 
baseline, so it was a des¬ 
peration, panic move," Fe¬ 
derer said. "I was very ner¬ 
vous, so I just figured, 'come 
to the net, take a chance,' 
and it worked out." 

In only his second match on 
clay in three years, Federer 
rallied from three games 
down late in the third set 
and then dominated the 
deciding tiebreakerto out¬ 
last Monfils and reach the 
quarterfinals in a match of 
more than two hours at the 
Magic Boxcentercourt. 

It was the 1,200th career 
win for Federer, allowing 
him to join J immy Connors 
as the only male players 
to have reached the mile¬ 
stone in the Open Era. 

"I'm not sure if I've lost a 
match before afterwinning 
the first set 6-0. The statistics 
show that usua lly you a re in 
good shape. But with Gael 
you really never know," Fe¬ 
derer said. "He really got 
into a great groove after 
that, he had great intensity. 
Atthe end I played a great 
tiebreaker so I'm very re¬ 
lieved and I'm very happy 
right now." 

Top-ranked Novak Djokov- 
ic, second-seeded Ra¬ 
fael Nadal and defend¬ 
ing champion Alexander 
Z/erev also advanced to 
the last eight on Thursday. 

In the women's quarter¬ 
finals, top-ranked Naomi 
Osaka lost 3-6, 6-2, 7-5 to 
Belinda Bencic, falling to 


the Swiss for the second 
time this season. 

Bencic will now face two- 
time Madrid champion Si¬ 
mona Halep, the former 
No. 1 who defeated Ash- 
leigh Barty 7-5, 7-5. 
American Sloane Stephens 
got past Petra Martic in 
two sets and will face Kiki 
Bertens, who upset defend¬ 
ing champion Petra Kvito- 
va 6-2, 6-3 in a rematch of 
last year's final. 

The fourth-seeded Federer 
had eased past Richard 
Gasquet in his first match 
in Madrid and looked set 
for another comfortable 
win after routing Monfils in 
less than 20 minutes in the 
opening set. But the Swiss 
lost five straight games to 
fall behind the 18th-ranked 
Frenchman who was seek¬ 
ing his second title of the 


season. 

Federer, who looked frus¬ 
trated at times, recovered 
after being down 0-3 and 
1-4 in the third set. He sa ved 
the two match points in 
a long game when trail¬ 
ing 5-6. The 20-time Grand 
Slam champion was back 
in control in the tiebreaker, 
winning six of the first seven 
points. 

Monfils, who won only nine 
points in the first set, was 
seeking his 19th win this 
season. He won the Rotter¬ 
dam title in Fe b rua ry. 
Federer will next face fifth- 
seeded Dominic Thiem, 
who defeated Fa bio Fog- 
nini 6-4, 7-5. The fifth-ranked 
Austrian is coming off titles 
in Barcelona and Indian 
Wells He was runner-up in 
Madrid the last two years. 
Federer, who earned his 


20th win of the season, 
skipped the clay swing the 
last two years to remain fit 
for the rest of the season. 
The Madrid Open is his first 
clay tournament as he 
prepares to return to the 


French Open aftera three- 
year absence. He has al¬ 
ready won two hard-court 
titles this season, in Dubai 
and Miami, and is seeking 
his third Madrid trophy, and 
first since 20120

DALLAS (AP) — Denny Mc¬ 
Carthy hassome loose con¬ 
nections to Jordan Spieth 
and Tony Romo, the Trinity 
Forest members in the local 
spotlight. The former Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia player is 
on top of the leaderboard 
after one round at the By¬ 
ron Nelson. 

McCarthy shot a career- 
low 8-under 63 on Thurs¬ 
day, with 10 birdies over 
a 12-hole stretch after an 
early double bogey to take 
a one-stroke lead overTy- 
lerDuncan and Tom Hoge. 
Three-time major cham¬ 
pion Brooks Koepka, the 
No. 3-ranked player in the 
world, was among nine 
playersat 65. 

"Gives me the confidence 
that I know that I can shoot 
rounds like this," McCarthy 
said. "I've kind of been look¬ 
ing fora round like this just 
to kind of get me going. I 
know I can be out here 
playing with the best and 
today kind of showed that." 
McCarthy was part of the 
high school Class of 2011 
that included three-time 
major champion Spieth 
and 2017 PGA Tour player 
of the year Justin Thomas 
That impressive group also 
produced three consecu¬ 
tive PGA rookies of the 
yean Daniel Berger (2015), 
Emilia no Grillo (2016) and 
XanderSchauffele (2017). 
All of those now mid-20 
somethings have wins, ex¬ 
cept McCarthy, who is fully 
exempt on the PGA Tour 
this season for the first time 
afterwinning the Web.com 
Tour Championship last 
September. 


His best PGA Tour finish 
in his first 42 tournaments 
was fourth last year in the 
Dominican Republic at an 
event opposite the WGC- 
Dell Technologies Match 
Play. McCarthy played his 
first two rounds at the Co¬ 
rales Puntacana Resort & 
Club then with Romo, the 
CBS NFL analyst and former 
Dallas Cowboys quarter¬ 
back who missed the cut 
there in his only two previ¬ 
ous PGA Tourstarts. 

Romo, playing on a spon¬ 
sor exemption as an ama¬ 
teur at home, had a 76 
that included an opening 
birdie and a chip-in eagle 
from 66feetatthe 544-yard 
seventh hole . Those were 
his only subpar holes in a 
round with two double bo¬ 
geys and four bogeys. 
'Couple of the tee shots re¬ 


ally cost me just because 
they're penal in those areas 
You can't miss them there," 
Romo said. "Uke I said, the 
separation between these 
guys is the ability to do it 
for long stretches, consis¬ 
tency." 

Spieth had a 68 in the af¬ 
ternoon, when the wind 
picked up after mostly 
calm conditions for Mc¬ 
Carthy and the rest of the 
morning startersatthe links- 
style course inundated by 
heavy rain earlier in the 
week. 

'Given the tougher con¬ 
ditions this afternoon and 
then tomorrow morning, it's 
just kind of about hanging 
around and trying to make 
something happen on the 
weekend,"Spieth said. 
McCarthy began his early 
round with three consecu¬ 


tive pars before a double 
bogey at the 437-yard 
fourth, when he had to 
take a penalty stroke after 
a wayward tee shot and 
eventually two-putted from 
11 feet. He was still 2 over 
afteranotherparat No. 5. 
"(The double bogey) just 
kind of made me more 
calm after that," McCar¬ 
thy said. "I came out with 
the mindset I wanted to 
be aggressive and I wasn't, 
and then afterthat double 
I kind of told myself, you 
know, just play really, really 
carefree and have fun with 
it." 

A 9-foot birdie at the 415- 
yard sixth was the first of 
five consecutive one-putt 
birdies, three of those un- 
derefeet. McCarthy need¬ 
ed only 22 putts, 10 on 
the back nine. His 10 bird¬ 


ies were three more than 
he had ever had in a tour 
round. 

"I put in some really nice 
sessions on the range the 
last couple of weeks and 
I didn't come out hitting it 
like I wanted to," he said.

Brogdon missed the Bucks' 
first eight playoff games 
and final 13 regular-season 
games with a plantar fas¬ 
cia injury in his right foot. He 
was able to shake off some 
of the rust as he scored 10 
points and played 17 min¬ 
utes in Milwaukee's 116- 
91 victory over Boston in 
Game 5 on Wednesday. 

"It was like he never left," 
Bucks center Brook Lopez 
said of Brogdon's long- 
awaited return. "He just 
picked everyone up. Our 
crowd felt it; our team felt 
it." 

Now the Bucks will turn their 
attention to a conference 
final matchup against ei¬ 
ther Toronto or Philadel¬ 
phia. Either way, they will 
host the first two games 
next week — and the re- 
servesare heating up. 
Bench play was critical 
in the team's four straight 
victories against Boston af¬ 
ter the Celtics handily won 
Game 1. Veteran point 
guard George Hill aver¬ 
aged 14.2 points in the se¬ 
ries while shooting 59.6% 
from the field (28 of 47) 
and 47.4%from three-point 
range (9of 19). 

Pat Connaughton and Er- 
san Ilyasova also played 
key roles off the bench, 
and the pair combined for 
17 points and 17 rebounds 
in the series clincher. Con¬ 
naughton soared for re¬ 
bounds and made key 
3-pointers during the series, 
while Ilyasova played with 
grit and added timely bas¬ 
kets. 

'We take pride in ourdepth 
so much," Lopez said. 'We 
always say in the game, 


'No let up, no let up.' We re- 
ally feel we have no drop¬ 
off, regardless of who we 
have on the floor." 

The 33-year-old Hill, who 
has played in 111 career 
postseason games and 
reached the NBA Finals 
with Cleveland last year, 
said there is something spe¬ 
cial at work with this Bucks 
team. 

We all enjoy playing to¬ 
gether," Hill said. "It's hard 
to come by a team when 
no one hates each other, 
no one has animosity and 
no one cares who scores 
the most or who gets the 
most shots This team has 
one thing in common: We 
all want to be competitive 
and we all want to win. 
When you have a team like 
that, it makes it easy when 
you're out there." 

In Brogdon's absence, Ster¬ 
ling Brown moved into the 
starting lineup and played 
well during the final stretch 
of the regular season. Af¬ 
ter the Bucks' poor effort in 
the openeragainst Boston, 
Nikola Mirotic was inserted 
asa starterat small forward 
and Brown went to the 
bench. Mirotic contributed 
10 points and 11 rebounds 
in 28 minutes on Wednes¬ 
day. 

"It's a big confidence 
(booster) when they put 
trust in you and also your 
teammates," Mirotic said. 
"It was not about shots. It 


was about good energy, 
playing good defense. ... 
J ust play simple. With guys 
who share the ball this way, 
it's easy to play." 

Brogdon became just 
the eighth NBA player in 
league history to finish a 
season with 50-40-90 mark, 
meaning he shot better 
than 50% from the field, 
40% from 3-point range 
and 90% from the free 
throw line. He worked dili¬ 
gently with the training staff 
to be able to return at such 
a critical time. Coach Mike 
Budenholzer was encour¬ 
aged with what he saw. 

"He actually played more 
than we anticipated," 
Budenholzer said. "I think 
it was right at six weeks to 
come in and play in a play¬ 
off game. To contribute in 
a positive way speaksto his 
work ethic, his professional¬ 
ism, his toughness." 

The Bucks will continue to 
rely on the sensational play 
of Antetokounmpo, who is 
averaging 27.4 points and 
11.3 reboundsthrough nine 
playoff games 
The league MVP candidate

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Google's privacy promises don't sway many experts

privacy. 

lhatfoc usee hoed through¬ 
out the day, with the com¬ 
pany demonstrating how 
many of its artificial intel¬ 
ligence capabilities — in¬ 
cluding some facial recog¬ 
nition and voice searches 
— are beginning to be pro¬ 
cessed on devices, rather 
than by constantly sending 
information to company 
servers. 

Some critics, however, say 
Google's privacy updates 
sidestep more substantial 
changesthat could threat¬ 
en its a d-d riven business 
model. 

'They're sort of marginal 
improvements," said Jer¬ 
emy Tillman, president of 
Ghostery, which provides 
ad-blocking and anti-track¬ 
ing software. 'They are not 
bad, but they almost seem 
like they're designed to 
give the company a better 
messaging push instead of 


making wholesale improve¬ 
ments to userprivacy." 
Google also announced 
updates for its artificially 
intelligent voice assistant 
as well as a cheaper Pixel 
phone and a rebranding of 
its smart-home products. 
Data privacy and secu¬ 
rity at Google and its Big 
Tech counterparts have 
been under the micro¬ 
scope formore than a year 
now. Facebook dedicated 
much of its own confer¬ 
ence lastweekto connect¬ 
ing people though more 
private channels rather 
than broadly on the social 
network. 

Google announced small¬ 
er but tangible changes 
a c ross ma ny of its prod ucts. 
The company makes bil¬ 
lions of dollars annually by 
selling digital ads that are 
targeted at the interests 
people reveal through their 


search requests and data 
collected by Google apps 
and services. 

For instance, the company 
said itwillextend an "incog¬ 
nito mode" feature to its 
Google Maps and search 
apps. When activated, 
the app won't record user 
searches or movements, 
analogous to how the 
same feature works in its 
Chrome browser and You¬ 
Tube now. 

The latest version of 
Google's Android phone 
software will also alert users 
when apps may be exploit¬ 
ing access to phone loca¬ 
tion data, which Stephanie 
Cuthbertson, an Android 
senior director, called 
"some of your most person¬ 
al information." Android Q, 
as the new operating sys¬ 
tem is currently known, will 
also let users restrict apps' 
access to location more 


generally — for instance, 
by only allowing apps cur¬ 
rently in use to gather the 
data. (Some apps record 
location data continuously 
in the background.) 
Location data has been a 
sore subject for Google. In 
2018, an Associated Press 
investigation found that 
Google continued storing 
phone location data even 
when users turned off a "lo¬ 
cation history"setting in An¬ 
droid. 

The company also re¬ 
vealed plans to overhaul 
Chrome to let users rein in 
so-called tracking cookies, 
which are bits of software 
that follow people around 
on the web. The move, 
which could have major 
re percussions for the digital 
advertising industry, would 
require companiesto iden¬ 
tify cookies used by third- 
party websites and adver¬ 


tisers to track users. 
"Unimpressive," declared 
Princeton computer scien¬ 
tist Jonathan Mayer, who 
said the scheme would 
be easy for advertisers to 
evade. 'This is not privacy 
leadership — this is privacy 
theater." 

In coming months, Google 
said that change will en¬ 
able users to clear most 
of those tracking cook¬ 
ies without disturbing oth¬ 
ers that keep users logged 
into sites or that personalize 
website settings. Chrome 
currently only allows peo¬ 
ple to clear all cookies 
Competing browsers such 
as Apple'sSafari and Mozil- 
la's Firefox already build in 
privacy tools to block sites 
from tracking online activ¬ 
ity. 

To Marc Rotenbeng, presi- 
dentofthe Electronic Priva¬ 
cy Information Center, the 
privacy measures remain 
unimpressive. "Unless the 
Federal Trade Commission 
is prepared to bring en¬ 
forcement actions against 
companies, these promises 
to protect privacy matter 
very little," he said. 

On the Al front, Google 
said its digital assistant will 
get a series of updates this 
year, including one that 
lets it book rental cars and 
movie tickets. 

G oog le sa ys its a ssista nt will 
be able to make the book¬ 
ings using online forms on 
Android phones later this 
year. The technology be¬ 
hind this, called Duplex, 
wasannounced with much 
fanfare last year when 
Google demonstrated it 
making a call to booka res¬

NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. 

stocks slumped with mar¬ 
kets around the world 
Thursday as the hours tick 
toward a midnight dead¬ 
line in the next front on the 
U.S.-China trade war. 
Tensions between the 
world's two largest econo¬ 
mies are dragging down 
stocks from Mumbai to Mi¬ 
lan as a deadline of 12:01 
a.m. Eastern time Friday 
approaches, when the 
United States said it would 
impose more tariffs on Chi¬ 
nese goods. The worries 
about trade have halted 
what has been the hottest 
starttoa yearforU.S. stocks 
in decades, and the S&P 
500 index is on pace for its 
worst week of 2019. 

The S&P 500 fell 0.5% as 
of 12:36 p.m. Eastern time, 
and was on pace for its 
fourth straight loss. It has 
essentially given back all 
of the gains made in April, 
though it's still up about 14% 
for the year. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average dropped 189 
points, or 0.7% to 25,781, 
and the Nasdaq compos¬ 
ite fell 0.5% 

In overseas markets on 


Thursday, South Korea's 
Kospi index skidded 3% 
while the Hang Seng in 
Hong Kong lost 2.4% and 
J a pa n's Nikkei 225 fell 0.9% 
In Europe, the French CAC 
40 lost 1.9% Germany'sDax 
dropped 1.7%and the FT5E 
100 in London fell 0.9% 

The U.S. government has 
filed plans to raise tariffs on 
$200 billion worth of Chi¬ 
nese imports from 10% to 
25% The Trump administra¬ 


tion has also threatened 
to extend 25% tariffs to 
another $325 billion in Chi¬ 
nese imports, covering ev¬ 
erything China ships to the 
United States 

If the increases take effect 
as planned, Beijing will im¬ 
pose "necessary counter¬ 
measures," the Commerce 
Ministry said. It gave no de¬ 
tails but a ministry spokes¬ 
man said Beijing has made 
"all necessary prepara¬ 


tions," suggesting it might 
be bracing for worsening 
conflict. 

Such moves would mark 
a sharp escalation in the 
trade dispute that has 
raised prices on goods for 
consumers and compa¬ 
nies. 

Negotiations are sched¬ 
uled to continue in Wash¬ 
ington on Thursday and to 
include China's top trade 
official, raising some hopes 


in the markets that there 
will be a last-minute deal to 
prevent another round of 
tariffs 

In the meantime, selling 
was widespread for stocks, 
and more than 90% of the 
stocks in the S&P 500 were 
lower. 

All 11 sectors that make up 
the S&P 500 were down, 
with technology compa¬ 
nies taking some of the 
sharpest losses. Many com¬ 
panies in the sector get 
much of their revenue from 
China. Tech stocks in the

SoftBank profits rise, partly on gains from Saudi-tied fund

TOKYO (AP) — Japanese 
technology company Soft- 
Bank has reported a 36% 
year-on-year increase in 
profit for the fiscal year 
through March, partly on 
gains from itsVision Fund. 
After the killing of Saudi 
journalist J a ma I Khashoggi, 
SoftBank said it would di¬ 
versify sourcesof its funding 
for investments Much of 
the Vision Fund money had 
come from Saudi Arabia. 
SoftBank Group Corp., 
whose mobile subsidiary is 
boosting its stake in Yahoo 
Japan to 45% from 12% 
said Thursday that its an¬ 
nual profit totaled 1.4 tril¬ 
lion yen ($12.8 billion). The 
Tokyo-based company did 
not break down quarterly 
net profit figures, or offer 
forecasts. 

Chief Executive Masayo¬ 
shi Son said a second Vi¬ 


sion Fund of about the 
same scale asthe first one, 
counting new investors as 
well as previous ones, will 
be announced soon. The 
exact amount, date and 
structure of the fund are still 
undecided. 

The first fund totaled about 
$100 billion in investments. 
Son told reporters it had 
been a success. 

He said he will continue 
to invest in artificial intel¬ 
ligence and other tech¬ 
no logiesthatcan enhance 
businesses like ride-sharing 
and medical services by 
anticipating demand or 
spotting cancer in very ear¬ 
ly stages. 

"Al will work as an innova¬ 
tion for all sectors," he told 
reporters, saying the so- 
called internet revolution 
had revived just advertising 
and consumerretailing. 

The SoftBank Vision Fund is 


the top investor, with a 16% 
stake, in UberTechnologies, 
whose IPO is set for Friday. 
SoftBank Group, which has 
invested in British loT com- 


intemet and solar electric¬ 
ity services, and developed 
Pepper, the talking com¬ 
panion robot.

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CalHbmia to ban pesticide said to 
harm child development

IDS ANGELES (AP) — The 

nation's most productive 
agricultural state will ban 
a widely used pesticide 
blamed for harming brain 
development in babies, 
California officials said 
Wednesday. 

The move cheered by en¬ 
vironmental groups would 
outlaw chlorpyrifos (klohr- 
PY'-rih-fohs) after scientists 
deemed it a toxic air con¬ 
taminant and discovered 
it to be more dangerous 
than previously thought. 
State Environmental Secre¬ 
tary Jared Blumenfeld said 
it's the first time the state 
has sought to ban a pes¬ 
ticide and the move was 
overdue. 

'Thispesticide isa neurotox¬ 
in and it wasfirst put on the 
market in 1965," Blumenfeld 
said. 'So it's been on the 
shelf a long time and it's 
past itssell-by date." 

The decision comes after 
regulators in several states 
have taken steps in recent 
years to restrict the pes¬ 
ticide currently used on 
about 60 different crops 
in California, including 
grapes, almonds and or¬ 
anges 

Hawaii banned it last year 
and New York lawmakers 
recently sent a bill to the 
governor outlawing use of 
the pesticide. 

DowDuPont, which pro¬ 
duces the pesticide, said it 
was disappointed with the 


decision and that it would 
hurt farmers who rely on it 
to control insects. 
Blumenfeld said the state 
tookaction in partbecause 
the federal government al¬ 
lowed the pesticide to be 
used after the Obama Ad¬ 
ministration tried to phase it 
out. 

The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency under 
President Donald Trump 
reversed that effort after 
re-evaluating the science. 
Environmental groups and 
farmworkers challenged 
that decision and a federal 
appeals court last month 
ordered the EPA to decide 
by J uly whether to ban the 
pestic ide. 

'This is a historic victory for 
California's agricultural 
communities and for chil¬ 
dren nationwide," said 
Miriam Rotkin-Ellman, of 
the Natural Resources De¬ 
fense Council. 'The science 
c lea liy shows that c hlorpyri- 
fosistoo dangerous to use 


in our fields. Since Califor¬ 
nia uses more chlorpyrifos 
than any other state, this 
ban will not only protect 
kids who live here, but kids 
who eat the fruits and veg- 
giesgrown here." 

The pesticide is in a class of 
organophosphates chemi¬ 
cally similarto a nerve gas 
developed by Nazi Ger¬ 
many before World War 
II. Its heavy use has often 
left traces in drinking wa¬ 
ter sources. A University of 
California at Berkeley study 
in 2012 found that 87% of 
umbilical-cord blood sam¬ 
ples tested from newborn 
babies contained detect¬ 
able levels of the pesticide. 
Dr. Gina Solomon, a medi¬ 
cal professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco, and former deputy 
secretary of Cal-EPA, said 
chlorpyrifos is unusual in 
that it's one of the best 
understood pesticides be¬ 
cause it's been so exten¬ 
sively studiedO

Itssilverpipesand vatscon- 
tain a substance thatVat- 
tenfa II, the p la nt's o perato r, 
says could become a key 
ingredient for a fossil fuel- 
free future. 

The energy company, to¬ 
gether with a Swedish start¬ 
up, is testing the use of salt 
— though not quite the 
common table variety — to 
store heat, which accounts 
for mo re than half the pow- 
erconsumed in Germany. 

If it works well, the system 
could help solve a problem 
posed by renewable en¬ 
ergy sources like wind and 
solar the world oven they 
are unreliable, meaning 
they sometimes generate 
too much, and sometimes 
too little power. 

'Germany currently has 
enough installed renew¬ 
able energy capacity to 
produce twice asmuch as 
it needs, it's just not con¬ 
stant," sa ys He nd rik Ro e g lin, 
who oversees the salt stor¬ 
age project for Vattenfall. 
Rival utility E.ON recently 
calculated that solar and 
wind power generated 
up to 52 gigawatt hours 
of electricity during peak 
daylight hours on Easter 
Monday. Germany's en¬ 
ergy consumption at the 
time was just 49.5 gigawatt 
hours. 

"With ma ny fa c ilities like this 
one, in theory you wouldn't 
need gasorotherfossilfuel 
backups," said Roeg lin. 
Phasing out nuclear, coal 
and gas is an ambitious 
undertaking for a heavily 
industrialized country such 
as Germany. The govern¬ 
ment has set a deadline 
to shutter all the country's 
nuclear plants by 2022 and 


stop burning coal for elec¬ 
tricity by 2038; gas will be a 
stop-gap technology until 
a way is found to rely whol¬ 
ly on renewable technol¬ 
ogy sometime around the 
middle ofthe century. 

The plan, known as the 
Energiewende, or energy 
transition, is being closely 
watched by other coun- 
triestrying to figure out how 
to curb greenhouse gas 
emissions and meet the 
Paris climate accord that 
aims to keep global warm¬ 
ing well below 2 degrees 
Celsius(3.6 Fahrenheit). 
Experts agree that a range 
of technological solutions 
will be necessary to re¬ 
place fossil fuels, some al¬ 
ready existing and some still 


at the experimental phase. 
California-based automak- 
erTesla has already shown 
in Australia that it can pro¬ 
vide large lithium-ion bat¬ 
tery systems to stabilize 
electric ity grids. 

At the Reuter power plant 
in Berlin, which supplies 
600,000 households in the 
capital with heat, the so¬ 
lution now includes cal¬ 
cium oxide, also known as 
quicklime. Vattenfall and 
Swedish start-up SaItX have 
been taking advantage of 
a simple chemical reaction 
that occurs when quick¬ 
lime becomeswet: the salt¬ 
like grains soak up the wa¬ 
ter, becoming calcium hy¬ 
droxide and releasing large 
amountsof heat in the pro¬ 


cess. By removing the wa¬ 
ter again — a process not 
dissimilar to baking — the 
substance turns back into 
calcium oxide. 

The process essentially mir¬ 
rors how batteries work, ex¬ 
cept that instead of elec¬ 
tricity, the system stores 
heat. SaltX says it has also 
patented a way of cover¬ 
ing the quicklime with tiny 
particles — known as a 
nano-coating — to prevent 
it from lumping together 
after several heating and 
cooling cycles. 

Roeg lin says the process 
can absorb ten times more 
energy than water, which 
is currently used for power- 
to-heatfac ilities. And unlike 
tanks of hot water, which 


slowly cool down overtime, 
the system can retain the 
chemically-trapped en¬ 
ergy for far longer. Need 
heat? J ust add water. 

The pilot project in Berlin 
can currently store enough 
energy to heat about 100 
large houses. But SaltX says 
the facility could easily be 
scaled up and provide 
heat to any of the homes 
or offices already con¬ 
nected to the capital's dis¬ 
trict heating system. Such 
networks — consisting of 
pipes pumping hot water 
orsteam from powerplants 
to consumers — exist in 
many European countries, 
Canada, the United States, 
J a pan and China. 

"It makes total sense to try 
thisbecause storing energy 
is a hugely important step 
in future," said Kai Hufend- 
iek, an energy economist 
at the University of Stutt¬ 
gart. 

Hufendiek, who isn't in¬ 
volved with the project, 
said that if the system can 
produce temperatures 
above 500 degrees Cel¬ 
sius— as SaltX claims— this 
also makes it interesting for 
industrial applications such 
asfood processing. 

SaltX also notes that the 
calcium oxide currently 
mined in Finland could be 
safely recycled, giving it an 
edge over some battery 
technologies that use rare 
or toxic materials. 
"Ifyourambition isto be fos¬ 
sil-free within a generation, 
you have to consider vari¬ 
ous alternatives to reach 
that," a representative of 
SaltX, Simon Ahlin, said dur¬ 
ing a visit to the facility. 'This 
isa solution that's available 
in a short time frame." 

Roeg lin, the engineer, is 
waiting till the end of the 
year to see how the test 
pans out. "It may be one 
part of the puzzle," he 
saidO

comer Sivan Alyra Rose 
represents a rarity as one 
of the few people of Native 
American descent to star 
in a Netflix series — or any 
television series, for that 
matter. But she hopes her 
breakthrough in "Cham¬ 
bers" will encourage more 
opportunities for women 
like her. 

"I think 'Chambers' is really 
(at the forefront of) an im¬ 
portant conversation of 
inclusion and how simple 
it really can be," said the 
19-ye a r-o Id a c tre ss fno m 
the San Carlos Apache 
tribe. 

The show centers around 
Sasha Yazzie, who receives 
a heart transplant and 
starts having disturbing vi¬ 
sions and impulses that 
lead heron a quest to learn 
more about herdeceased 
donor. 

While Rose describes 
'Chambers" as a supernat¬ 
ural horror show, she says it 
touches on real-life issues 
aswell. 


"Real life has its stress. Real 
life has its scares and real 
life ... plays into the fantasy 
world at the same time," 
she said. 

Ihe show also explores 
real-life cultural issues af¬ 


fecting Native Americans, 
including the use of its mas¬ 
cots and other imagery in 
mainstream culture. In one 
scene, Sasha sees a mu¬ 
ral of a Native American 
on horseback, wearing a 


feathered headdress and 
lifting a tomahawk into the 
air. 

"I went to a high school that 
was off a reservation town 
and there's so much insen¬ 
sitivity in the world. Those 


kinds of murals, they're ev¬ 
erywhere. We have foot¬ 
ball teams, we have high 
schools across the country 
that love to wear war bon¬ 
nets to theirfootball games 
on Friday nights,"said Rose. 
'We've got to stop covering 
up that there's bad thingsin 
the world and that there's 
insensitivity." 

Rose hopes that the show 
givesa more realistic repre¬ 
sentation of Native Ameri¬ 
can culture, calling her 
character "an Instag ram 
loving, supercute teen girl." 
"And that's literally every¬ 
one else on the (reserva¬ 
tion) that I grew up with," 
said Rose. 'That'sall I hope 
they see, too, is like, 'Yeah, 
she's very normal.'And Na¬ 
tive American, the subject, 
it sounds dark and it'somi- 
nousand so big and grand, 
but ... we're still here and 
we're nice people."

LOS ANG ELES (AP) — Fidel¬ 
ity to facts might seem to 
dictate that characters in 
royal-obsessed British cos¬ 
tume dramas be uniformly 
white, even if their per¬ 
sonal lives get extensively 
makeovers. 

But as the creators of Starz's 
'The Spanish Princess" dis¬ 
covered, the answerisn'tto 
invent diversity — it's to re¬ 
sist overlooking it. In telling 
the story of Catherine of 
Aragon as a young wom¬ 
an, they made a point of 
bringing people of color 
out of historical obscurity 
and into focus. 

That created a role and 
a challenge for British ac¬ 
tress Stephanie Levi-John, 
30, who is of African- 
Caribbean descent. She 
plays Catalina ("Lina") de 
Cardonnes, a black lady- 
in-waiting to Catherine in 
Spain and then England, 
where the princess (played 
by Charlotte Hope) is des¬ 
tined to become queen as 
the future Henry Vlll's first of 
six wives. 

Lina and another histori¬ 
cal black character, one 
of Catherine's soldiers, are 
only briefly mentioned in 
documents of the period, 
requiring the actors and 
producers to flesh them out 


in the eight-episode dra¬ 
ma drawn from the novels 
of Philippa Gregory. 'The 
Spanish Princess" debuts 8 
p.m. EDTSunday. 

In a phone interview from 
her native London, Levi- 
John discussed the part 
and who inspired her to 
pursue acting (hint: itwasn't 
Will Smith). 

Ihe Associated Press: Your 
grandfather worked as a 


musician in Sierra Leone 
and your sister sang opera, 
but you're the first actor in 
the family. How did you de¬ 
cide on the career? 
Levi-John: When I was 
about 8 or 9, a childhood 
friend of mine had been 
scouted to appear at the 
National Theatre in a play, 
so I went along with her 
mum to watch her. It was 
kind of like a lightbulb mo¬ 


ment at such a young age: 
This is exactly what I will do 
forthe rest of my life, purely 
because someone who 
looks like me (ethnically) on 
stage is doing something 
that I knew I would enjoy. It 
felt like, "OK, if she can do 
it, then hopefully I can do 
it, too." 

AP: Did you see blackchar- 
acterson screen asan Eng¬ 
lish youngster? 


Levi-John: I grew up in the 
'90s, early 2000s, and we 
had 'Sister, Sister," we had 
'The Fresh Prince of Bel-Air." 
So I was seeing examples 
of people of color on TV, 
but it was, 'They're Ameri¬ 
can. I love the show, but it 
feels really disconnected 
because I'm in London and 
Will Smith is over there in 
America." 

AP: What training did you 
receive? 

Levi-John: I went to Iden¬ 
tity School of Acting, where 
(founder) Femi Oguns cre¬ 
ated a platform for actors 
of color to get into the in- 
d ustry. I d id n't know how I'd 
be able to navigate myself 
into this industry, and that 
gave me the foundation to 
build a career. But I call my¬ 
self "work experience girl," 
because I walk into every 
job open and receptive to 
leam, because every job 
is different. I'm constantly 
learning about myself and 
thing s tha t wo rk fo r me. 

AP: How did you approach 
playing Lina, given the 
scant information about 
her? 

Levi-John: There was a 
wealth of stuff in the script 
that allowed me to place 
Lina historically in that time 
to figure out the ins-and- 
outs of he r c ha ra c te r.Q 


Yale historian wins Rarkma n Prize for Frederic k Douglass bio

NEWYORK(AP) — Yale Uni¬ 
versity historian David W. 
Blight, author of a celebrat¬ 
ed biography of Frederick 
Douglass, can hardly keep 
up with all the honors. 

In the past three months, 
Blight's "Frederick Douglass: 
Prophet of Freedom" has 
won the Pulitzer Prize for his- 
to ry a nd the Line o In Prize fo r 
an outstanding work about 
the Civil War, and has been 
optioned by Barack and 
Michelle Obama fora Net- 
flix film. On Monday night, 
he accepted an award 
that moved and humbled 
him, the Francis Pa rkma n 
Prize, presented by the So¬ 
ciety of American Historians 
fora work "distinguished by 
its literary merit."The award 
is named forthe 19th cen¬ 
tury historian and has been 


given to Robert Caro, Da¬ 
vid McCullough and Eric 
Foneramong others. 

"I always dreamed about 
the Pa rkma n prize," Blight 
said during a ceremony 
in midtown Manhattan 
attended by such prize¬ 
winning peers as Annette 
Gordon-Reed, Brenda 
Wineapple and David Na- 
saw. 'We honoreach other 
because we love ourcraft." 
The 70-year-old Blight has 
long beenoneoftheworld's 
most respected scholarson 
slavery, his previous awards 
including the Frederick 
Douglass Prize for "Race 
and Reunion: The Civil War 
in American Memory." He 
was the featured speaker 
on a night that also cited 
Tommy Orange's novel 
'There The re "for excellence 
in historical fiction, even if 


his story was set in the con¬ 
temporary Bay Area, and 
Jonathan Lande's "Disci¬ 
plining Freedom: U.S. Army 
Slave Rebels and Emanci¬ 
pation in the Civil War" for 
an outstanding doctoral 
dissertation. All three books 
focused on Americans of¬ 
ten ignored by historians, 
from the Native Americans 
in Orange's book to the 
blacks in Lande's writings 
who fought in the Union 
Army during the Civil War. 
Blight's book is more than 
800 pages and he has 
spent so much time im¬ 
mersed in the life of the 
great 19th century aboli¬ 
tionist that he refers to him 
as "Mr. D," opening his re¬ 
marks by insisting, "I have 
no illusions that this is a bout 
my writing as much as it is 
about Mr. D's My motto 


has always been 'When in 
doubt, quote Douglass." 
Blight spoke mostly about 
the importance of words, 
to him, and to Douglass. 
He expressed awe at how 
a man of little formal edu¬ 
cation became among the 
most eloquent prose stylists 
of his time, a gift some of 
Douglass' contemporaries 
noted as well. For Doug- 
la ss, Blig ht exp la ined, wo rd s 
were not simply a means of 
persuasion, but an asser¬ 
tion of identity. 'Writing was 
life to Douglass. It had be¬ 
come his public duty." 
Throughout his talk, Blight 
joined the mission of Dou¬ 
glass to the mission of his¬ 
torians— to communicate 
with passion and intellect, 
to express complicated 
ideas through "doable 
words," to translate the

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Tracing Nelson Mandela's footsteps 100 yea is after his birth

— J uly 18 marks 100 years 
since the birth of Nelson 
Mandela, who died in 2013. 
Visitors can follow in Man¬ 
dela's footsteps from the 
villages where he was bom 
and raised, to the Soweto 
township where he be¬ 
came an anti-apartheid 
leader, to Robben Island 
where he was imprisoned 
for years. 

THE EASTERN CAPE 

"When Mandela wasjusta 
child, he walked for miles 
on this route, moving from 
one village to another,"said 
tour guide Velile Ndlumbini 
as we drove through the 
picturesque green rolling 
hillsof the Eastern Cape. 
The homestead where he 
was bom can be seen in 
the small village of Mvezo. 
He lived here until age 2, 
when his father lost his posi¬ 
tion as village chief in a dis¬ 
pute with a magistrate. 

The family then moved to 
neighboring Qunu, where 
Mandela lived until age 9, 
when his father died. He 
and hismotherthen moved 
19 kilometers (12 miles) 
awayto Mqhekezweni. 
Here he was adopted by 
the acting regent king and 
groomed for leadership. 
Mandela wrote in his auto¬ 
biography, "Long Walk to 
Freedom," that his interest 
in politics was first kindled lis¬ 
tening to tribal elders hold¬ 
ing community meetings 
in Mqhekezweni. A shady 
spot under a circle of gum 
trees, Ndlumbini said, is still 
used forthat purpose. 
ItwasQunu where Mande¬ 
la returned after27 years in 
prison. He built a complex 


there along the N2 highway 
for his family, where some 
still live, and he moved 
back to Qunu himself after 
retiring from public life. 
Dusty roads lead to his pri¬ 
vate grave, across from his 
family's burial site. 

Qunu also houses the Nel¬ 
son Mandela Museum, 
which opened on Feb. 
11, 2000, the 10th anni¬ 
versary of his release from 
prison. It takes visitors from 
his childhood through his 
involvement in politics to 
his triumphant election as 
president. 

Some 200 kilometers (125 
miles) south lies the Steve 
Biko Museum in King Wil¬ 
liam's Town. Biko was an 


icon of anti-apartheid ac¬ 
tivism, a n Afric a n na tio na list 
and a leader of the grass¬ 
roots Black Consciousness 
Movement. He was a ma¬ 
jor influence on Mandela, 
and died in 1977 after be¬ 
ing arrested and beaten. 

In neighboring Mandela 
Bay in Port Elizabeth, an in¬ 
stallation called Route 67 
showc a ses 67 a rtwo rks sym¬ 
bolizing Mandela's67 years 
of service. The art, all by lo¬ 
cals, depicts significant mo¬ 
ments on the journey from 
apartheid to democracy, 
moving from laser-cut steel 
figures forming a voting line 
in the country's first demo¬ 
cratic elections in 1994, 
to a stairway that starts in 
darkness and progresses 
to an era of colorand new 
beginnings. 

SOWETO 

Created in the 1930s by the 
white government to relo¬ 
cate the black population 
away from Johannesburg, 
Soweto became the larg¬ 
est black city in South Afri¬ 
ca. Poverty was rampant in 
the shanty towns and civil 
unrest was common during 
apartheid. 

Mandela lived in Soweto 
from 1946 to 1962 and met 
African National Congress 
activist WaiterSsulu there. 
Mandela's Soweto home 


has also been converted 
into a museum. But the 
most exhaustive and heart¬ 
breaking site is the Apart¬ 
heid Museum.The entrance 
is divided into "blanket 
whites" and "nie-blankes/ 
non-whites," followed by a 
display of "passes" that the 
black population was re¬ 
quired to carry, restricting 
their movements The mu¬ 
seum details the white set¬ 
tlers' history in South Africa, 
the beginnings of apart¬ 
heid and daily struggles 
blacksendured, along with 
the story of how Mandela 
transformed the African 
National Congress into a 
mass political movement. 
The Hector Pieterson Me¬ 


morial and Museum tell the 
story of the 1976 Soweto 
riots. Hector was 12 when 
he was shot and killed by 
police firing on student pro¬ 
testers. A famous photo 
shows his limp body be¬ 
ing carried as his sister ran 
alongside. Some accounts 
say hundreds died during 
the protests. The museum 
contains a heart-wrench¬ 
ing and moving collection 
of oral testimonies, large- 
scale photos, audiovisual 
displaysand historical doc¬ 
uments a bout the uprising. 
A drive north takes you to 
Liliesleaf, in the suburb of 
Rivonia. This farm-tumed- 
museum, once owned by 
South African Communist 
Party member ArthurGold- 
reich, was used in the 1960s 
as a secret hideout for 
Mandela and other activ¬ 
ists on the run from police. 
The famous Rivonia Trial 
ended with Mandela and 
his comrades sentenced 
to life in prison on Robben 
Island. 

ROBBEN ISLAND 

A 45-minute ferry ride from 
Cape Town, Robben Island 
is where Mandela spent 
18 years of his 27 years in 
prison, beginning in 1964, 
alongside other heroes of 
the movement like Sisulu 
and Govan Mbeki. 

The most powerful part of 
the tour, led by a former 
prisoner, isa visit to Mande- 
la'scell, a 7-by-9-foot (2-by- 
2.7-meter) room. Despite 
the humiliation and oppres¬ 
sion of his years here, this 
was also where he honed 
his skills as a leader, negoti- 
atorand proselytizer, which 
put him on the path to the 
presidency in 19940
